b. BASS want on to eqplnln that EKXHE soeraed to be intensifying 
the attach against bin (RMJ 3 ). H o w e v er, EASES was eeaentlally unable to 
present anything new ccnsarnlng BUB®. which he had net reported earlier. 

c. Be indicated his great concern over the fast -that he had. In bla 
opinion, p arf oasri . a aajor service for the Agency while the Agency seemed 
uninterested in assisting bla la a difficult aotaent and situation. 



A. He ga foae d to fbee up to the fact that, while he had bean 
entrusted with lafcesvtlen by the Agency (by the undersigned) about HEZ3B, 
ho had acted cal'* cun (at that tine stating that "let the chips fall 
whore they say") sad without Instructions Casa the Agency. Bov he was 
trying to blsssa the Agamy for action which he bad sleeted to take 
without coordinating (or inf casting) this with the Agency. 




e. BADE even resorted to nlld threats by stating that the 
Agency "was obliged to eons to his assistance as he would refuse to taka t ✓ 
the rap alcasa*. Be indicated that the Agency would ill afford adverse 
publicity. Be also tried to point out that the Agency could not afford 
to sit back and do nothing awhile a Soviet agent was authorised to run 
around the G8A OBsheahsd and uncontrolled. 



f . BASS continued to Insist that the Agency should provide him 
with a letter prepared on official Agsocy stationary, which he could present 
to the Estonian press acd emigration as proof of the fact that JjElEE was 
in fact suspected by the US .Covarrsnant. y 
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
